Labor Group Refuses eaicdl 
Parley and Public Group 
Will Continue Sessions In 
Hopes of Evolving Some 
Plan Under Which Labor: 
And Capital Can Get To- 
gether. . | 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Out of 
the wreck of the National Industrial 
Conference, President Wilson today 
sought to build new machinery to 
bring’ about industrial peace in the 
country. In a message to Chairman 
Lane he asked that the public rep- 
resentatives in the conference con- 
tinue their work and make a report 
to him. \ 

It is the hope of the President 
and other administration officials | 
that the public delegates, who were | 
appointed by Mr. Wilson and who 
represent both employers and work- 
ers, can formulate a program which 
will be acceptable to capital and, 
labor. 

After announcing that he had re- 
ceived President Wilson's message, | 
Chairman Lane declared the Na-| 
tional Industrial Conference as 
originally constituted adjourned and 
immediately called the members of 
the public group into session as a 
now conference. ' 

The public group later held an|{ 
executive session and A. A. London 
if Duffto. + member, sald the dele. 
gates showed a willingness to re-| 
spond to the President’s appeal. Ber- 
nard M. Rornch, chairman of the 
group, presided. i 

L. F. Loree, president of the Dela- 
mare & H«jlson Railway Company, 
and a member of the capital group, 
declared {n a formal statement that 
the action of organized labor in 
withdrawing from the conference 
and ‘‘the whole history of the con- 
ference preceding it made it per- 
fectly clear’ that: 

If the American Federation of 
Labor can bring it about it will 
not be possible for any man to work 
in the United States unless he he- 
longs to a trade organization within 
the American Federation of Lahor. 

The labor group does not intend 
to return to Pregident Wilson's in- 
dustrial conference. 

This statement wa&gmade by Sam- 
uel Gomper3, president of the Amert- 
can Federation of Labor, at his of- 
fice. 

“We are not jumpingjacks,"”” said 
Gompers. ‘‘We don't walk out of a 
conferanee and walk right back. We 
have been patient. We are alwavs 
willing to meet with men who are 
willing to meet with us on common 
ground We made all the conces- 
sions possible.”

“Girls who are fair and square 
and true have a right to the care 
and attention of the community, a 
right to recreation and an oppor- 
tunity for service, a right to have 
as much money and attention de- 
voted to their needs as is given to 
those who are delinquent.”
